This subject of animal language tatoresto 


mo more and more, for I find, it Is noi 
morelyo'powei1 thoy have, but a._vory cul- 
tivable power. II you W|U talk with the 
creatures in your buck yard, tboy soon get 
not on'.y to understand your general moan- 
ing, 
but to roply witU modifications oJ 


nouad that aro mo ant for you in particular. 
One or two hens In a flock will show parHc- 
ulnr aptitude in telling you -what they 
think. Somo horses have, or can havo, an 
oc lave of sounds nnd express vory nico 
gradations o[ digliko and pleasure, even up 
toaoflnod laughter. 
Other animals laugb, 


notably birds, 
with articulate 
sounds. 


Koine years sinco I owned a horse, with 
which I.undertook to drivo to a neighboring 
town owr tho hiils in winter. A spot 
of hidden ico suddenly tripped her, aud 
for a Lime !t was Impossible lor her to get 
up. But by efforts that entirely exhausted 
mo I ILually got her on foot again. She 
nevor forgot it. Bat my approach to tbo 
stablo was invariably welcomed by cordial 
noiglis, and that not sufficing, she would put 
her hoad affectionately on my shouldor or 
under my arm. On another occasion a pot 
llorgan called me, while I was engaged flCty 
rods from the barn, with loud aud persistent 
culls tUat 1 instantly understood meant 
trouble. G-oiug hastily to tho stables, I found 
Iho oows had broken down a door and woro 
cnpablu ot doing mhchlof. As soon as I ap- 
-proachtd the horse gave a s&tisfled whinny, 
followed by a long sigh of relief, and wont 
to oatiug quietly. 


But for real vocalization tbo fowls surpass 


both animals and birds. I bavo had one 
roostor that had a remarkable power of 
laughing. No ono could possibly hear him 
without doing as ho would when Gough 
laughs—laugh with him. Now, a dog has o 
dilTusod laugh nil over, but especially con- 
centrates a chuckle la his tail. The dog's 
tail is tho most cultured tall among ani- 
mals. It not only lauglls, but it talks. The 
tail of .a cow has no more sense than an ox- 
gad, aud a horse's tail is not muoh wisor. 
They ovon lash flies in a loose way that shows 
they dou'c know, oxoopt in a general way, 
whoro tho fly is. It was nocossary that men 
should lose such a brainless appendage. 
As 


tho brain increases tbo tail decreosos, and 
laughing and talking go over to the brain. 


In studying animal language wo must 


study, not only thoir power of adaptability 
to us, but our power of adaptation to them. 
That is, having ourselves evolved our lan- 
guage from (,hii sign aad emotional stage, 
tiioro still is in us a capacity for going back 
to Uaose creatures that have not yet come 
up to au Intelligent language; wo can put 
forth an olTort to moot thorn half 
way. 


Professor Bartholomew with his trained 
horses talks with them in equine language. 
H nood« to drop words and throw expression 
into terms. In that way and for that rea- 
son singing brings us nearer to tho most of 
our frkr.ds than articulation. Yet it we 
constant!}- talk to animals as If thoy under- 
stood i].. wnaVmll flnrl niir»W>. !r,-ro1,,,.t«.- 
ily modifying our sounds, nnd shall bo sur- 
prised to llnd how much they evidently conp 


prohontl our meaning. 


Tho relations which wo assume to animali 


rapidly niodiilos that:' articulation. It 
i* 


not tho parrot only that learns to talk from 
Liunan intercourse, but all animals and 
birds as wolL You have only to tost this In 
your own yard or on your farm. I hivo a 
Lorso that when purchased, know human bo- 
ings from some unpleasant side, aud was ac- 
customed to put on terrible pretenses oC de- 
vouring stall boys. They had probably de- 
served to be eaten. She nover vocalized ex- 
cept a snort o! angor, and declined any 
familiarity. 
She in now capable of ex- 


pressing horsolC in a way tho.1 would latlsfy 
Dean Kwift. 
There Is a consciousness in 


every motion that she is conversing with 
me; and she has quita a vocal range of af- 
fection and inquiry. 


That this is capablo of becoming a mat- 


ter ot horodity you cau dotorrnlno In a short 
time. Try with a small herd of oowa or a 
flock of shoep to breed for intelligence and 
expression, aud you will find that your hord 
is ovon more capable1 of evolution and nat- 
ural selection in tho moral and emotional 
lino than in physical characteristics of a 
lower sort. I havo hsd a breed of cows to 
tho sixth generation- 
Jtn only ono or two 


crossos has this stock failed of peculiar mild- 
noss of disposition; iu those exceptions tbo 
intelligence was more than over mardod- 
but with a tendency to trickery. But ip all 
casos tho ovldonc d«»lre to coramunicato 
aud express emotions to human baings has 
been prodoininant, and tho ability has, I 
think, Increased. A Jersey cow rarely lows, 
but has a rouge of soft, kindly sounds for 
her human friends. 


In all coses it is nocossary to reraombor 


that animal language, like human language, 
begins on tbo level of emotional lift); and in 
neither case rises often to tbo purely intel- 
lectual. It is not impossible to meet men 
from some of tho English count ins and tho 
Irish whose vocabulary doss not exceed 200 
or 300 words, 
1C wo aro to beliovo reports, 


Australians havo fewer. Articulation is a 
purely intellectual affair to cover ideas, un- 
less u;od in tho mimicry of parrots. Tho 
animal life does not roquiro it. It roqiros 
only 
ejaculation 
and 
projected sounds 


modified by passion or emotion. Love, hasto, 
anger, desiro, aro as plainly told in bird 
language as in tho machinery of human 
words. Indeed, tho language of animals 
tells all those things moro emphatically and 
gracefully. Words express love only when 
taoy borrow tho modulations of Iho dove.

rbo "Eruption of Vesuvius" and "JI-olzol'i 


Burning of Moscow." 


[Philadelphia Tines.] 


My earliest rooolloctions of places of pub- 


lic entertainment commence in "MoAran's," 
tho old Vaux hall o£ Philadelphia. Thli 
garden occupied tho spp,co bounded by Sov- 
ontsonth and Eighteenth, Arch and Filbort 
Tho entrance was upon Filbert streot. The 
prominent feature of tho p'.aco was 
an 


"Eruption of Vesuvius." Tbi passer-by in 
tho day-time on Seventeenth streot noticed at 
tho garden's vorfjo a conical wooden struct- 
ure rising lovel with tho eavos of tho op- 
posite hoasos. Should you chanco inside 
your oyo ran over a mass of indented tin 
painted black, at its foot a row of lamps, 
whlb between yourself and tho lamps slept 
a 40x20 pool of water, Iho bay of Naples.- 
At night from your seat you recognized tho 
twinkling o£ lights o! Napolo, while from 
tho apox of tho mountain a spray of sparks 
continually Issued. . A roar, aud tho moun- 
tain roddens; tho roar intensifies; tho moun- 
tain rends asunder in throe places to pour 
forth stroains of lava upon the sleopiug 
city, which saomod paved with doublo-ho_d- 
ers and constructed of sky-rocknts. 
'Twas a 


big thing, tho', to us primitive cubs. 


Thia suggests "Maolzol's Burning of Mos- 


cow", exhibited in tho third-story Assembly 
buildings. When tho curtain rozo you ob- 
served in tho foreground, occupying tho en- 
tire breadth of tho stage, 
a cluster of 


Btrango-looidng 
towers, 
surmounted by 


domes, resembling 
inverted turnips— tho 


Kremlin. 
Across its osplaaado rushod, like 


cockroaches athwart a oupboird, a brigade 
ot little figures carrying torchos— the incon- 
diariej. 
Thro' tho midcllo distance ilowed a 


river (thu Moskva, or mossy wator) aoross 
which were thrown (ono behind tho other) 
two bridges. A mild moon began to creep 
above tho horizon, rovoaling in tho loft 
background, a* it rose, tho spires, towers 
and minarets oC the ancient city of the 
tzars. 


Suddenly a bell in tho Kromlin tollod and 


away wont tho cockroacbos as if to catch 
tho last car from tho park.
